THE  CONFEDERATE  CENT 


Robert  Lovett,  Jr.,  of  Philadelphia 
received  an  order  for  a 1^  piece  for 
the  Confederate  States  _f  America  in 
1861.  He  designed  and  struck  twelve 
pieces  in  copper-nickel  but,  fea  'ful 
of  the  Federal  Government,  he  buried 
them  in  the  cellar  of  his  home. After 
the  Civil  War,  seven  restrikes  were 
made  in  gold,  twelve  in  silver,  and 
fifty-five  in  copper  before  the  dies 
broke .

Ind ividuals , from 
an  early  stage  in  the  history  of  coin- 
ed money, laid  pieces  aside, as  (near- 
er to  our  day)  Samuel  Pepys  did,  be- 
cause they  were  striking  or  novel, or 
secreted  them  in  the  ground, like  Pe- 
pys, because  they  were  thought  to  be 
insecure .

The  first  settlers  of  New  England!

was  practically  redeemable  in  beave-i 
skins,  which  were  in  constant  demand 
in  Europe.  The  unit  of  wampum  mone.’? 
was  the  fathom,  consisting  of  36( ! 
white  beads  worth  sixpence  the  fat-- 
hom.

foul  BALL  - THE  SLIDER 

A good  many  collectors  simply  do  not 
know  what  an  uncirculated  coin  is. 
Although  a great  number  or  articles 
and  several  books  have  been  written 
on  the  subject,  many  collectors (pri- 
marily novices)  relate  a shiny  sur- 
face to  condition.  Many  advanced 
collectors  and  some  dealers  use  this 
numismatic  true  ism  to  cheat  the  un- 
wary and  uninformed.  In  the  estima- 
tion of  many  N.O.W.  veterans,  over- 
grading  is  the  second  biggest  evil 
in  our  hobby,  running  a close  sec- 
ond to  counterfeiting. 

Bu:fed  and  polished  coins  are  often 
referred  to  as  "sliders,"  coins  that 
when  properly  prepared  can  be  pass- 
ed on  as  the  next  highest  grade. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  "slider" 
might  well  be  a term  for  the  A.N.A. 
Numismatic  Terms  Committee  to  de- 
fine. 

So  what  Is  an  uncirculated  coin? 
There  are  various  ways  of  defining 
it,  according  to  who's  talking. 

In  general,  there  is  no  uniformity 
to  mint  state  coins,  from  flawless 
gems  to  weak  strikes  and  dull  col- 
ored specimens .Even  so, "Mint  State" 
is  the  most  used  substitute  for"un- 
circulated. "Eag  marked,  discolored, 
and  even  fingerprinted  uncirculated 
coins  can  exist  and  nearly  every 
B.V. silver  coin  minted  priortol830 
has  been  "dipped"  or  cleaned  at 
one  time  or  another. 

So  again,  what  is  an  uncirculated 
coin?  Most  advanced  collectors  con- 
cur with  the  definition  that  an  un- 
circulated coin  has  never  been  han- 
dled by  a non-collector  outside  the 
bank,  and  if  it  has  original  Mint 
lustre,  it  is  BU. 


SIGNATURES  ON  COINS 

The  custom  of  placing  the  signature 
of  the  engraver  upon  acoin  die  dates 
from  remote  antiquity. Many  Greek  co- 
ins,especially  the  splendid  creations 
■produced  by  the  cities  of  Sicily  and 
Magna  Graecia,  are  signed  with  the 
initials  of  the  artist  or  in  some  ca- 
ses, with  his  full  name.
